Complaints are pouring in from all parts 
of the district as to the terrible state of the 
roads. At the Nevis, and especially in the 
neighbourhood of the Lower Crossing, they are 
very bad ; indeed we are informed that two 
teHmz stuck near that place for three days. The 
holes and ruts are in some places Slid to be six 
feet deep. From Quartzville to Catrickton, and 
especially the upper half, is also in a bad state. 
From Carrickton to the Elizabeth and Star- 
and-Oak batteries, drays sink to their axleheds 
while conveying coals and quartz. The ap. 
proacbes to the bridge and the punt are also 
sadly in need of repair. The road in many 
places between Cromwell, Albertuwn, and Oar. 
drona are nearly imp,assable, and especially where 
the traffic is confined to a narrow space. The 
District Engineer, we are informed, intends to 
set men on to the various places most requiring 
sttention, but the calls upon his attention are so 
numerous that it is impossible to see to them all at 
once. Since writing the above, we have re- 
ceived an intimation from a usually well-informed 
source that it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to expend the sum of £400 on a track be- 
tween Cromwell and the Cardrona, we presume 
the track via the Ro.aring Meg. The C.irdrotia 
people will be glad to hear this news, we think. 

As an instance of the direction in which 
the town of Cromwell is inclined to enlarge its 
herders,- it may be worthy of rote that since the 
erection of the Courthouse, twelve new dwei. 
lihg-housOT have been erected on the terrace fiat, 
inunediately above the main portion of the town. 
Many of them are surroundeil by fences ami g.ir- 
dens, and in one case we notice that one of the 
blocks purchased at the last sale has been en- 
tirely fenced for that purpose. We must, how- 
ever, deprecate the practice which has been in- 
dulged in by one or two parties of incUidiiig 
wi'hiii their fences portions— no matter how 
small — of the streets. It is a course of condnet 
which must lead at some future time to much 
inconvenience and ill-feeling. Tn two cases a 
frontage of about two an l a half chains each hy 
half,- a chain in depth, has been thus illog.-illy 
taken possession of ; not, let it be understooil, 
in mistake, as has happened in some previous 
eases. What does the Council tliink of such a 
])roeeeding ? We cannot afford to have .all our 
streets narrowed. 

We believe it is tbe intention of Messrs 
Tolmie. M’Lean, and M'Lachlau to apply for a 
coal lease at the Lindis, avhere they have been 
prospecting lately. The seam, we are told, h.-is 
not yet increased in thickness, but the indica- 
tions are sufficiently encouraging to justify them 
in taking up a lease before they go to much fur- 
ther expense in testing the giound. We sin- 
cerely- trust their undertaking ivill prove s 
success.

The Cottar Leasehold Dispute. 

iVe have been asked to publish the follow- 
bg letter from the Cardruna Miners’ Asso- 
tUtion to the Government in connection with 
the above matter : — 

■ c “ Canlrona, 12th Sentember, 1873. 
'Sir,— I desire to acknowledge the receipt of 
>oor letter of the 19th of August last, and to 
npress to you on behalf of the miners and other 
feed cuts of this district my satisfaction on learn- 
ing that the Government intend to authorise the 
Jioers to mine upon the leasehold of Mr Cottar, 
referring to that part of your letter wherein yon 
mte that authority is to be given under the 
j'lnetcenlh section of the .Agricultural Le,asc Regu- 
Winns, I most respectfully submit that we have 
vlready searched and found payable gold within 
W hnuiidaries of the le.aseho|d ; that prior to 
tedertaking the search, the miners so searching 
“‘posited with the Warden a sum of money, as 
J*iuired by the Regulations, necessary to secure 
‘w lessee against any damage his property 
^ht sustain, while operations were being pro- 
ved with ; that then action was taken under 
written authority of Mr Warden Stratford, 
»ao, I presume, was empowered by his Honor 
te Superintendent to confer it, as a telegram 
1 that effect was produced in the Extended 
vfisdiction Court at Queenstown by, and during 
examination of, Mr Warden Stratford as a 
tnesB in a case wherein the miners severely 
"ffer^ Having arrived at this stage of the 
»»e, the minets now ask that it may plcsia the 



Government to deal with it under clauses 36, .37, 
and 38 of the “ Gold-tields Act 1866,” believing 
as they do that any attempt to settle it other- 
wise will he unsuccosefnt ; in proof of which I 
may state that two days ago, the uiiners directly 
interested, the leasee, Mr Cottar, and the War- 
den, at the iavltatinn of the Utter mntieman, 
met together to endearonr to bring about a set- 
tlement of the dispute. 1 have no hesitation in 
saying that the most liberal terms were offered 
to Mr Cottar, both on the part of the Warden 
and the miners, terms which the letter are really 
unable to fulfil but for the material sympathy 
and aid offered by the public generally. So th,at 
further prosecutions which the lessee again 
threatens may be avoided,— as I elated in my 
last commnnicatinn to yon, that this ts a mstter 
the settlement of which cannot be delayed with- 
out serious injury to the Cardrona gotd-Aelil 
and the Province generally, as well sa great per- 
sonal suffering to those directly concerned, — I 
again pray you to famish an effective remc<ly,

GOLD MINING BILIa 

It will be remembered that this Bill, after 
having previously been thrown out on the 
motion of Mr White, of Hokitika, was placed 
on the order paper for further consideration, 
mainly through the exertions of Mr Shep- 
herd, who had been absent from the House 
when it was first brought up, Hansard sup- 
plies 118 with the following speeches made 
(luring the disenssiou evoked by its second 
appearance ; — 

Major Atkinson moved that the order of 
the day for the further consideration, in 
Committee, of this Bill be discharged- 

Mr Pyke seeonded the motion, for the 
reason that he thought the time of the House 
and the time of the country would simply be 
wasted in discussing the Bill, for if ever there 
was a measure laid before the Parliament of 
New Zealand which was thoroughly unplea- 
sant, unpal.atable, and obnoxious, it was the 
Bill which was at present before the House, 
Time should be given to the people most in- 
terested in the measure to consider its provi- 
sions before it was passed into law. He had 
been requested to ask the House to pause 
before it passed this measure. The miners 
would prefer that the existing law, however 
imperfect it niigbt be, should remain in force 
until next session, rather than that this Bill 
should be forced upon them, 

Mr T. L, Shepherd said he was glad that 
an opportunity was at last afforded liim to 
express his views upon the Bill, and he 
trusted he would receive a patient hearing. 
A large amount of abuse and misrepresenta- 
tion had been heaped upon his shoulders in 
the lobbies, because he supported the Govern- 
ment in this measure ; but he hoped to be 
able to show that the abuse w as undeserved. 
The honorable member for Wakatipu had 
told the House that the people of that impor- 
tant portion of the gold-fields which he had 
only represented for a few days, desired that 
tliis measure should be postponed ; but he 
had good leason to know to the contr-ary. 
He trusted the honorable member would give 
some reason, before the debate terminated, 
why such a course should be adopted. The 
honorable gentleman had led the House to 
believe that he was not quite sure that the 
present law was perfect. He did not believe 
that the honorable gentleman was qualified 
to express an opinion that would satisfy him 
or that would satisfy the House. They were 
aware that candidates frequently made pro- 
mises to their constituents, that when they 
came to the Assembly they would make every- 
thing right. The only misfortune was, that 
spine honorable members had but a short 
time to fulfil their pledges. A fortnight 
would not afford them milch time to put m.at- 
ters relating to the gold-fields right. The 
opponents of tlie Bill affirmed that it was not 
a good measure, and at the same time stated 
that the present law was not perfect. Tiie 
Bill was prepared by one of the most emi- 
nent barristers in Otago, Mr Haggitt, witli 
the assistance of Mr John Mouat, — a gen- 
tleman who h.ad had twenty years’ expe- 
rience of gold mining, and was a practising 
barrister on the gold-fields of Otago, — and 
himself. He was aware that the honorable 
member for Auckland City West had .an utter 
contempt for all lawyers but himself, and w.as 
of opinion that no person could frame a Bill 
as well as himself. He (Mr Shepherd) did 
not feel such disrespect for the Bill because 
it had been prepared by the gentlemen he 
had named ; on the contrary, he considered 
it to bo a measure that would advance the 
mining interests, and therefore would be well 
worthy the attention of the House. It had 
received the general approval of the minors 
in Otago, and had been reported upon in the 
most favourable manner by six or seven min- 
ing associations, who had also made many 
valuable suggestions, several of which had 
been incorporated in the Bill. None of those 
associations had raised an objection to the 
principle of the mea.sure, In fact, one of 
them, in the part of tlie Province from which 
the honorable member for Wakatipu came, 
supported the nrinciple of the Bill, yet the 
honorable member now opposed it. He be- 
lieved the honorable moihbev Was emleavollr- 
ing to qualify himself for tho position of 
Minister of Mines ; but if tho honorable 
member had served an apprenticeship in tho 
House for three years he might cl.aim that 
position, but certainly not after seven days’ 
probation. He (Mr Shepherd) very much 
regretted that he w.as debarred from speaking 
upon the provisions of the Bill, because it 
was his intention to have gone through it 
clause by clause, and to have shown that it 
was ohitJy a cotuulidation of the present 



law, with the exception of certain amending I 
clauses incorporuted from the Victorian Min- 
ing Act of 1865, which had stood the tests of 
all the law Courts in Victoria for the last 
seven years without amendment, and amend- 
ments which experience had proved were ne- 
cessary. He was quite sure that the gentle- 
men entrusted with the fruniing of the Bill 
had discharged thdtr duties in the most de- 
serving manner, and in the belief that they 
were rendering good service to the country. 
The fact of the Bill having passed through 
the Gold-fields Cmnniittee — consisting of six- 
teen members, three of whom were Superin- 
tendents — with very few amendments, should 
be a good proof to the House that the Bill 
had been carefully framed. . . . Most 
of the amendments were negatived ; and yet 
the Otago gold-fields members were lobbying 
and canvassing against the Bill after it had 
been considered for three weeks in Com- 
mittee, the sittings commencing each day at 
ten o'clock. What would the people on the 
gold-fields say of this 1 They would say the 
sooner they got rid of some of their repre- 
sentatives the better. It was quite clear that 
they were not competent to deal with a Gold- 
fields Bill when it was remitted to them. 
After having found scarcely any objection to 
the Bill when before the Select Committee, 
they now came down and said, “ Don’t let us 
consider this Bill this session ; let us have it 
circulated, and considered next session." 
What could the people on the gold-fields 
point to as having been done for them during 
the last five years t What benefit had they 
received by the representation they had had 
in this House 1 The very first Bill that had 
passed through a Committee that might have 
benefited tbem, some of the gold-fields mem- 
bers tried to throw out. Those honorable 
members utterly destroyed the work of their 
own hands, after three weeks’ labour. It 
was not his own Bill ; it was a Government 
measure ; but, as was his duty to do, seeing 
that he was a representative of a mining con- 
stituency, he had given his attention to the 
Bill, feeling that it was one of very great 
importance, and much required, since it con- 
solidated ten Statutes, scattered over seven 
or eight Blue Bimks, besides two others deal- 
ing with the administration of the Wardens’ 
Courts Tho honorable mem- 

ber for Nelson City (Mr Curtis) was an old 
Supei'iutendeiitnf a gold-producing Province, 
ana he thoroughly approved of the Bill, and 
when he first read it, told him (Mr Shepherd) 
that he considered it to be a very carefully 
prepared measure. In fact, the lionoRible 
member had on the previous day spoken in 
very favourable terms of it, and he had given 
most v.aluable assistanoe when it was before 
the Committee. There was not a clause he 
did not carefully consider, and he moved 
Several amendments, nearly all of which were 
carried. Thus, this Bill, which was such a 
monster of iniquity, according to the new 
broom, had met with the approval of so ex- 
perienced a judge of mining legislation, and 
so old a member of the House, as the honor- 
able member for Nelson Citj'. . . . He 

might remark that the drafters of the Bill, 
in making use of tho Victorian Act of 1865, 
wore influenced by the recommendations of 
a mining commission, elected in fltagn, evi- 
dently thinking fliey could not do better than 
to accept the clauaes prepared in a Colony 
where the inhabitants had had so much ex- 
perience in mining matters, and whose Min- 
ing Bill stood a crucial leg.al test for many 
ye.ars. He repeated that the Bill had been 
carefully prepared. It had met with the 
general support of the miners lliroughnut 
Otago, and had passed through a Cnuimittee 
of all the mining intelligence which the House 
could send to it. He would not say what 
was the amount of that intelligence, because 
that would require time to explain, but the 
result was this Bill, which honorable members 
now wished should not be considered this 
session. In conclusion, he would point out 
that no one had directed attention to a single 
provision in the Bill that was bad or faulty, 
and not in the interests of the gold-fields. 

Mr T. B. Gillies would move, as an amend- 
ment, that the order of the day be made an 
order for that day three months. 

Mr Pyke would ask the honorable member 
for Auckland City West to reconsider his 
amendment, Nothing was to be gained by 
it, and in a matter of this kind they were en- 
titled to ask for an expression of opinion 
from the House. In spite of the turgid flow 
of eloquence from the honorable member for 
the Dunstim, he still said the miners of Otago 
were averse to this Bill. They regarded it 
as very much worse than the Act now in exis- 
tence, and that fact was forcibly impressed 
on his notice during a recent visit to a district 
which the honor.ablo member tried once very 
hard to represent, but without success. The 
miners in that district wished him to oppose 
the Bill in every pos.sihle w,ay for many rea- 
sons. One reason for their opposition was, 
that the honorable member for Duiistan liad 
a large hand in framing the Bill. The honor- 
.ablo member h.sd resided in that district, and 
w.as no new broom there ; he was so well 
known, in fact, that the inhabitants doubted 
his capacity for framing a Bill. He (Mr 
Pyke) wivs culled a new broom. He was not 
averse to the appellation, and hoped he should 
preserve the cliar.acter of a new and clean 
broom as long as he held a seat in tint House. 
The old bronui seemed pretty well worn out, 
He was aware that his honor.ohla friend held 
the opinion th.at he (Mr Pyke) knew nothing 
about the old Act, but there were m.any 
members of the House, including the Speaker, 
who linew that tho Act w.as one of his own 
creation. The honoraWe member for Dnn- 
staii said that tho gold-fields nicmbers had 
done no good to their constiiients during tlie 
last five years. That could not be .a reflec- 
tion upon a new hriKim, although it might 
Upon an uid one. No harm, but a great deal 



of benefit, would accrue from postponing this 
subject until next sessiun, because the Bill 
before the House was so complex, more espe- 
cially in regard to the administration of jus- 
tice — about which he professed to have soma 
knowledge— that it was inevifiible, if it passed, 
that a Bill of an entirely different nature 
would have to be brought in next lessiun i 
therefore he asked the Government to post- 
pone the Consideration of the subject alto- 
gether until Aiiotlier session. If the Bill 
were a good one, he was perfectly satisfied it 
could never he carried whilst it was intrusted 
to the hands of the honorable member for 
Dunstan, to whom he meant no disrespect, 
but it was vary clear he had not tho sympathy 
of the House with him. 

Mr T, L, Sliepherd explained that he was 
Wot in charge of the Bill. 

Mr Pyke thought the House and the Go- 
vernment would only be taking a proper 
course by saying at once they would drop 
this Bill, and bring in another next session, 
.after the people affected had had time to con* 
sider it. 

Mr 'T. B. Gillies, by leave, withdrew his 
amendment. 

Mr White wished to say one or two words 
before the question was put, as he had been 
referred to personally by the honorable mem- 
ber for the Dunstan. He was not in the 
habit of taking any notice of what that ho- 
norable gentleman said, and in that respect 
he thought he was like all other honorable 
members. , . , (Mr White proceeded to 

say that he wished the Bill discharged because 
he had had no opportunity to study it, nor 
had his constituents. Mr Shepherd of course 
knew all about the Bill ; during the prepara- 
tion of the Bill he had sat side by aide with 
the eminent lawyer and the eminent practical 
man Who had been referred to, and to whom 
he referred day after day and hour after hour, 
Because others were not so well up in it, he 
called them delegates and not representatives. 
The member for the Duhstan was the heavy 
father of the mining industry, and might he 
termed the “ Claimant.” Perhaps (Mr White 
hinted) the honorable member was hankering 
after the office of mining registrar, which the 
Bill would create.) . . . With regard to 
the Bill, he (Mr White) undertook to siiy 
that nut a single member of the House de- 
sired to see it passed into law this session, 
except tho honoi’ahlB member for the Duu- 
1 stan. 

Mr Macandrew would state, in answer to 
the insinuations that had been thrown out 
against the honorable member for Dunstan 
i With reference to the action he took in fram- 
ing the Bill, that the honorable member liad 
not been paid by the Provincial Council of 
Otago, and it was hot intended to pay him, 
Tlie Bill w.%3 prepared by the honorable 
member and two gentlemen in Otago, and 
the latter would be paid. He very much 
regretted that the measure h.-id come to such 
an untimely end, and ho thought it said very 
j little for the House th.at for five years they 
had been attempting to legislate for the gokt- 
fields, and all attempts had {.'loved but moun- 
tains in labour. If honorable members ex- 
pected to get a Bill that would be satisfactory 
to every miner in the Colony, they would 
meet next session with no better raoasutO 
bef-ire them than that under consideration. 

Mr Vogel thought it f.air to the honorable 
member for Dunstan to say he h.ad not re- 
ceived any remuneration from the General 
Government for his services. 

Motion agreed to, and order of the day dis- 
charged. 



Wardill’s Defalcations, 

The Helhnume correspondent of the Dai'lt/ 
Times has the following upon the above sub- 
ject : — 

But the real event of social importance has 
been the finding of the body of poor young 
VVardill in the Yarra, It seems th.it directly 
after handing in a confession of his embcezle- 
ment, Wardill rushed away to the river and 
committed suicide, rather than face the ex- 
posure and pnnislmient tliat awaited him. It 
was discovered that his private papers in- 
eluded^ a diary containing a number of entries 
recording the circumstances that led to his 
embezzlements. These were a series of losses 
at gambling extending over four years, and 
.amounting in the aggregate to the sum of his 
defalcations, £7000. It is a strange circum- 
skanco that Wai-dill kept a close and minute 
record of these transactions, setting nut the 
losses, tho names of the persons to whom 
they Went, Iht place where the play occurred, 
the hour of bro.aking up, and other particu- 
lars, The names of the persons to whom the 
money Went are thus pretty well known, and 
have been in the mouth of every one. They 
can hardly feel comfortable jllst at the pre- 
sent time. Some of them are wealtliy men, 
men who ought to have boon ashamed to play 
for largo sums of money with a clerk having 
a salary of only £4(10 a year. But they 
played, and won, and pocketed the money — 
money which they certainly must have known 
Was not honestly come by. These men 
Were not such fools as to believe that 
tlii.se large sums of which tliey were fleecing 
this unhappy young man, who was dragged a 
corp.se out of tlie Yarra the other day, wore 
portions of his scanty salary. It is difficult 
to acquit them of moral cron{)licity in the 
embezzlement by means of which their win- 
nings wore paid. It is n bad business alto- 
gether. It has shown us that some of our 
very boat hotels permit ganiUing for money 
to be carried on at all hemrs of the niglit and 
moniing, year after year. It lias shown iia 
how widesiiread these pra'itices are. Tliere 
is also the suspicion that Hi is persistent run 
of ill kick which coat Wardill his lile was Hot 
tiie result of entirely fair play.
